Hello Fellow QRPers, sure was a great contest but my only regret was the 
wx here in Albuq. Sort of rainy and windy day. Not the Riley kind of 
wind, but still too hard for a kite and it would have been cold up in the 
foothills. 

Yesterday, number 2 son and I went up to the mountains to fish, and of 
course we never do catch any. Darn state just doesn,t stock enough!! I 
threw the pole down in discust and sat staring at the pretty mountains. 
Soon a big pine came into view....then the pole....then the 

Spuddr'..... What a site to behold. I couldn't decide if I should take off 
one of my socks for the first experiment or not. Decided not too cuz I 
didn't want my toes to get cold if the spud blew a hole in it! Having 
limited materials to use, I just decided to tie the 6l1b monofil to the 
spud. Made about 4 or 5 turns on the spud, slightly tight and then 
finished it with a knot. Shove the spud into the firing chanmber, 
guessing that about 6 inches would be good. READY, AIM and FIREEEEEEE! 
Darn, thing came out of the tube but only went up about 50'!! Got to do 
better than that. Trees in the Jemez are up to 100' high.At least the 
mono held onto the spud ok, and so I took the same used spud and loaded 
for shot two! This time put spud in a full foot. READY, AIM and FIREEEE! 


Off it went over the 100' tree and down the other side!!! Success is at 
hand, and now to find what I thought was left of the lil fry. I started 
to look up into the tree for it, thinking it probably got hung up. Where 
in the world did it go?? I looked down on the ground and saw the spud 
still dangling from the line! I was very pleased at this point! Two shots 
and looking like it was going to work. Tried a 3rd and 4th shot. All 

good shots. This thing works great for launching antlers into trees or 
tall buildings with a single bound!! 

What I have learned from this: 

1. Spud travel is determined, not by the amount of fuel, but how far you 
shove the spud into the tube. It looks like it roughly equals 10' per inch. 


2. I figured that the line would have cut the spud, but it does not. 
3. More accurate than the slingshot method, but louder. 


Sure had a good time, and will continue to do more experiments and keep 
posted.

HU ig: 2.25% cb ase ele ck with a 4 el beam you will work europe just the same as with 
a kw . It is great fun. I now have 6 QRP radios up and running. My oldest 
is an Argonaut 515 that I have put a 500 hz xtal filter in. I have built 
the Sierra that was on the cover of the 96 handbook. It is easy to 
construct and is an amazing radio , I put in the digital readout that 
Wilderness Radio sells ( KC-2) and the noise blanker (buzz not) and found 
both to work great. I got a used Index labs QRP ++ and with some 
modifications it is now a good radio, easier to switch bands than the 
sierra but the Sierra has the better receiver. I built an OHR-400 and 
that is one sweet radio. covers 4 bands and built the digital dial for it 
also and the scaf audio filter. Nice audio , sounds like a Ten-Tec. I got 
a used Scout 555 and set it at 5 watts and it is good once you get used 
to the stiff knob. My last purchase was a used TS-50 and put a cw filter 
in it as the SSb filter even with the scaf was no good because the agc 
was being captured by signals in the wide filter pass band. Now works 
quite good with the filter, SCAFand a small switching power supply I 
have. 


My antennas are a garage mounted trap vertical as a ground plane antenna. 
I have a 60' tower with a th7dx up there and a boom of plastic 10' pipe 
under the rotor with a 80m inv vee feed with open wire on one end and a 
carolina windom on the other end of the boom. The carolina windom picks 


up all kinds of power line noise / buzz and i have to leave it 
disconnected. I'm now 67 yrs and darn joints hurt so much I am afraid to 
climb any more. Darn...... But it will come down and get replaced with a 
plain 40m coax fed inv vee. There is an inverted L for 160 up the tower 
and off to a telephone pole in back yard. and also a new sloper for 30m 
Since the qrp action has heated up on 30m. 


I am sure the Ten-tec radio is very good but only covers one band and a 
small portion at that with the veractor tuning. The filter is a wee bit 
wide at 1k . In the same price range is the OHR-100 and would get that if 
Dick has any more left. Most of the night activity is around 7.040 and a 
good 40 meter rig will get lots of use. The NORCAL 40a is a great single 
band radio. It is a lot like the Sierra but only one band. 


If you really want to build a keeper I would get a Sierra if you can 
afford it. It get expensive as you add up all the modules but so does the 
Scout......... :-) 


If you need names and address of these places drop me another line and I 
will look them up. There was a nice article / review in qst last year or 
early this year on 5 qrp rigs.

Whew, when's the next one ? That was fun. 


W5BI & I had driven out to the site (DM73ew, elevation 6,566 feet) on 
Friday afternoon, stopping at a ghost town school off of Highway 60, just 
west of Abo, NM. We were trying to figure out what a structure, that was 
elevated (terraced), with wooden doors, and basins, doing in the back of 
a school. It almost resembles a sluce. Anyway, we had headed down to the 
site, via Highway 55, through Claunch, NM, then over to Ancho, to head 
for Forest Road 72. We had driven through some very beautiful parts of 
the Jicarilla National Forest (Hoecradle Canyon, Little Nugget Gulch). 
This is "gold" country, or it was in the late 1800's. 


We had set up base camp in the evening and had enjoyed some hot dogs 
roasted over an open flame. We had talked about hiking up the ridge, and 
tossing a few wires down the side of the cliff. Off in the distance, we 
could see 4 electrical storms. The outside temperature was 60 degrees F, 
in the evening. We could see one electrical storm coming @ us. So off to 
the sleeping bags. Sure enough, the first storm had showed up, raining, 
but the lightning stayed on the west side of the mountain. About 3 hours 
later, a 2nd storm shows up, and it rains, and we see lots of cloud to 
cloud lightning. The sky clears & the Milky Way (SW to NE) was very 
bright. The third storm makes it's presence known by striking a tree 
about 300 yards away from the both of us. That had got our attention real 
quick. The lightning had lit up the entire sky in front of us, and it's a 
good thing my ears were buried in my camping pillow. Gary was 10 yards 
north of me in his tent. 2 more bolts drop in close, and it starts to 
pour. Interesting thing, You can hear the sound of the thunder (sonic 
wave) propagate down the valley. We were both glad that we did not set up 
the antennas, that prior evening. The temperature (I have a camping 
thermometer) drops to 50 degrees F, and the wind starts to howl through 
the trees. Interesting, I can no longer see the mountain. In the morning, 
visibility has dropped to under 100 yards, and fog covers the mountain, 
along with us. 


We had thought it would be wise not to crawl over the rocks, when they 
are wet, and stay @ base camp & play with the radios. We had set up the 
R7000 vertical, in a juniper bush. We had lashed it to the main trunk. 
Then Gary had placed a 40 meter dipole in the nearby trees, and fired up 
his GM-40, with his 2.3 amp-hr batteries. I had set out in the elements, 
under a small tree, watching the sky (actually, the fog drifting by), 
with my trusty Ten-Tec 556. 


40 meters was solid S-9+ QRN (still too many storms nearby). 20 meters 
was a sweetheart of a band. I was copying solid, the USA East Coast 
(N2VPK, W2KJ,N2SMH, N2CQ, et al). Even worked 2 Vermont QRP stations too. 
Even caught AL7FS, Jim, plus I had several nice chats, one with K5JS 
(Who is from Roswell, NM). I was impressed by AA5TB and his 900 mW (599), 
W5FN @ 999 mW (OK, Tim, how did You measure that last mW ? ;-) ) The 
confusing part was the Washington State QSO Party, along with the USAF 
QSO Party. I had to remember the "other" KISS principal. 
Keep_It_Straight_Stupid. ;-) I had even worked the infamous K5FO. AF9T 
had a very nice signal, here, @ 900 mW. The .9 watt crowd was well 
represented in this contest. 


15 meters was open to Florida. 


Gary, W5BI had become very sneaky. He knew that I was watching the sky 
for lightning (listening in the headsets too.) He had used stealth, to 
sneak up beside me with his camera, with the flash on. The flash had gone 
off, and I had nearly rocketed out of the chair on to the ground. :-) I 


had thought it was a nearby lightning bolt, and I was about to become one 
with the Earth. 


He had redeemed himself. He had picked up 2 MRE's, to take camping, and 
they were not bad.

Two members of the SE Ohio Radio Adventure Team participated in 

the NE QRP Afield contest from Highland Park in Athens OH using the 
callsign WD8RIF. I (Eric, WD8RIF) was to arrive first, to met by 
Mike, AA8EB, later. 


I arrived on site about 1900z to find the park overrun with young 
children attending a birthday party which occupied the shelter house. 
Undaunted--well, not very daunted--I threw a line over a tree far from 
the shelter house, hoisted up the 20m dipole, and set up the QRP+ 
station on a lawn chair I had brought. Sitting in another lawn chair, 
holding the paddle and log in my lap, I started making QSOs about 
2005z and had a good run for about an hour. 


During this good run, the weather became more and more threatening, 
and it got colder and windier. By 2108z I had worked about all the 
20m stations I could hear and my CQs were going unanswered, so I 
decided to switch to 40m. I dropped the 20m dipole intending to pull 
the 40m dipole up on the same tree, and suddenly realized that the 
birthday party was over and I was alone at the park--the shelter was 
available. While I attempted to throw a line over a tree near the 
shelter, the wind really picked up and the clouds got scary, so I 
packed everything up, just in case the skies opened, and waited for 
Mike's to arrive or to call on the repeater. 


Mike arrived about 2200z, and while we discussed whether to brave 
the elements, the sky cleared, the sun came out, and the wind 
died. We quickly erected the 40m dipole, and set up the QRP+ in 


the station house. We worked 40m CW until 2346z, at which time 
we were almost literaly chased away from the key by the mosquitoes. 


In all, we made 39 QSOs: 13 on 20m and 26 on 40m. I made all the 
QSOs but one. Stations were worked in FL, TX (8!), NM, OK, CO, NY, 
AL, MN, NJ, MO, AR, MI, GA, IA, NC, and MA. 


This was a very fun event, and I look forward to next year!

First, if this message is inappropriate for this reflector, please 
let me know. I am a newcomer to the reflector and I am not very 
familiar with the topics of discussion and the method of categorizing 
the different discussions that take place. 


First of all, my bonafides as a ham operator. I achieved 5BDXCC in 
less than a year and the Honor Roll in less than 5 years.... all with 
high power. Lately, I have been waiting for North Korea to come up on 
the bands and frankly, I've just gotten tired of waiting and started to 
dream of the upside-down cigar box 2-tube transmitter I made and used 
as a novice. I also remembered a single tube regenerative receiver I 
made years and years before I became a ham..... with a 117L7/M7 tube 
and upon which I heard Argentina on 10 meters. It was a tremendous 
thrill which I still remember well even after more than 50 years. 


As a result of the above, I recently put together a single tube xmtr 
(a 117L7/M7... what else?) and, while it was still breadboarded and 
held together only by the soldered tips of the components (and with 
the tube laying horizontal on the table) started to make contacts. 
The power output (as measured most imprecisely with a no. 47 pilot 
light in series with the antenna) is about 1 watt. 


I then put it all together in a plastic Radio Shack chassis, connected 
a 12 volt reed relay (RS 275-233) so that it presented only 12 volts to 
the key terminals (essentially making it a shockproof AC-DC unit), and 
my first two contacts on 7040 KHz were New York and Canada (from 
Jackson, TN). It was a much greater thrill than working Heard Island, 
or even Amsterdam Island!!!! 


Now I know that this is Old Ned to most of you sophisticated kit builders 
that have graduated way past my ability, but I wanted to find out if 
there is any interest in simple tube-type transmitters and receivers in 
the QRP community.... and if there was, is there a particular way in 
which I could communicate with them without using excess bandwidth and/or 
bothering anyone else?

Hello gang, 


My favorite is the old Jones push-pull oscillator. It is very 
simple and easy 
on crystals. The original used a single '53 or a 6A6 tube. (dual triode) 
You could 
just as easily use a 6N7 or just about any pair of triodes or dual triodes. The 
12AX7 should even work OK. 

If you are interested in a one tuber that sounds fairly decent and 
the tube 
is still fairly cheap, consider the "6T9'er". It appeared in several of the 
ARRL 
handbooks. The "compactron" triode/pentode is used as an oscillator/final 
two stage rig and will deliver about 3-4 watts out. If you are a neophyte 
builder 
of "hollow state" equipment, this would be my recommendation. Even with 
this, you could substitute two common tubes like the 6C4 and the 6AQ5 or... 
if you like octal tubes, the 635 and the 6V6. The "name of the game" is to use 
whatever your junkbox yields or whatever you can scrounge!

120 VAC potential with the ground wire and rectified that for plate/screen 
voltage. I used a series resistor and a 12 volt zener to bring the plate 
voltage down to a level that I could use to key the Radio Shack reed relay 
that in turn keyed the cathode of the 117L7/M7 tube..... hence my use of 
the term a "shockless" AC/DC transmitter. There are absolutely no voltages 
higher than 12 volts DC exposed to the user. I'm sure that you and the 
other QRPers are 'way head of me on that but that was my approach to keep 
from being "bitten". 


MiGawd, yes! My ancient memory cells are filled with memories of Knight 
Kits, Heathkits, and homebrewed projects involving small and simple rigs!

We could do away with all licensing 
requirements. We should strive for quality not quantity. I ama 


firefighter by profession and also a volunteer firefighter. Our 
requirements to be a firefighter have become stricter not more relaxed. 
We have people both paod and volunteer, in this country, that believe if 
a person can sit in the drivers seat they should be allowed to operate a 
38,000 pound vehicle. Apples and oranges in comparing this to ham radio? 
Not really. I worked at the State EOC when Hugo hit SC & NC. I helped 
send messages into charlotte when they had no telephone service. These 
request were for basic necessities (food, water, clothes, shelter). It 
is in these times when people need highly trained operators to get the 
messages through. 

The band conditions go so bad at one point that the only way we could 
get through messages was by the use of cw. It was the only way. We 
tried everything else. Some of the repeaters in the charlotte area had 
been blown down making links impossible. Luckily I was working with an 
extra class operator that knew how to send fast cw. When I signed up as 
a volunteer and then later went to work at another department as a paid 
firefighter I made a commitment to be the best I could. I think we 
should all try to do that with ham radio. It's time we stopped asking 
for everyone to give us everything that we want as a handout and 
starting doing more for ourselves and our neighbors. To put the pride 
back into our work and our hobbies. I am just as guilty as everyone else 
but that is changing. I am working on upgrading to general (something I 
should have done long ago). I want to be a better operator, I want to 
know how to troubleshoot what's wrong with my radio not just send it 
somewhere to be fixed. 


The real debate might be centered on the dependency on technology 
and if it will be reliable during the real events. Or would a step 
back to less technology but greater reliability be the better route?

As several other East coaster's have pointed out, propagation here stunk! 
However we all try to make the best use of things that we can. My goal was to 
check out antenna possibilities 


My time for QAF was limited, having to squeeze activities in between other 
things. After the morning's chores, playing taxi and other assorted duties, 

I strung up a 40 meter end fed 67 foot wire supported by an NE 20-30 PVC mast, 
configuring the wire and an end fed inverted vee. 


Using my Rainbow Tuner, I was able to resonate the wire on 40 and 20, although 
tuning on 20 was touchy since it was at the low capacitance end of the 
compression trimmer. Parallelling a 6 uH coil (same as the one in the Rainbow 
without the taps) gave me much better tuning. Of course on 40 the coil had to 
be disconnected. a 16-1/2 foot wire laying on the ground proved adequate as 
the counterpoise for both bands. OK on to operating.. 


Hooked up my trusty Sierra along with a solar-charged gel cell and Whiterook 
paddle on a picnic table in the back yard. Noisy, crummy condx. 20 was 
noisy with few stations while 40 had more noise and fewer QRP'ers! 

After an hour with only 3 Q's I took down the wire and put up a 20/40 Gusher 
fan dipole. 


Wow, is the receiver dead? Noise level is much lower. And now I can hear a 
more stations. And so it went all afternoon. Since it only took about 10 
minutes to change antennas, I alternated between the end fed and the center 
fed wires, changing over after the natural breaks caused by having to tend 
to chores and such. 


As far as signal reports received was concerned, there was little to choose 
between the two antennae. However since the feed end of the wire was close to 
the house and ac wiring, received noise on it was over an S unit higher. Of 
course I assumed that this would be the case, but it was proven dramatically 
by my A/B comparisons. In an isolated field location, the end fed half wave 
wire would be much easier to put up and wouldn't suffer the noise problems 

but at least at my QTH which is always noisy anyway, the center fed dipole 

is a better choice. 


Results weren't too bad I suppose for a fragmented effort - 19 QSOs in 15 
states running 1-1/5 watts on 20 and 3 on 40 for 1140 pts. 


Oh yeah, the billiard shot! Toward the end of the effort, I was calling CQ 
QRP TEST on 40 when WA4LJJ responded. I responded with the usual exchange and 
he said that he was neither QRP nor in the contest. However he had heard my 
booming signal (his words) and wanted to know what I was doing to have such a 
good signal with QRP! His 100 watts from KY were 579 here in NJ, but I was 
589 peaking at 599 there! Now that is the first time I've xever* had anyone 
tell me that! Guess the bounce off the ionosphere was just right... 


So all in all, the contest was pretty good after all. I got to make a bunch 
of contacts, got to compare antennas (and re-verify that the Rainbow works 
fine on 20 with a 40 meter wire), domestic tranquility was maintained by 
periodic "work breaks" and I got a nice ego boost at the end. 


I love this QRP stuff!

> about CW. And for all the reasons he gives. 


I see a serious problem with terminology in this discussion. 


Most of what hams do is traffic handling in support of recovery from 

an emergency. For this task CW is down the list of modes to choose and 
use. Landline phone, FAX, cellphone, amateur packet, RTTY, AMTOR, voice 
all are usually easier and faster. 


If you have computers that work and the power to run them, then there 
are 
lots of choices better than CW. 


CW has the advantage that you can establish a reliable link with the 
least 

equipment and power of any mode. 

This is very handy when you are the person in the emergency and need to 
call 

for help. When all you have with you is a 38 special and a small 
battery. 


Also if you have to walk in to the location carying everything you need. 
I will carry an extra 2 days of food before I will carry a laptop

Once the relief agencies start showing up we are doing traffic handling 
and CW will probably not be the first choice. But for that first few 
hours 

or first day when you are calling for someone to come help, there are no 
working 

computers, no power except the batteries you have, the equipment has to 
have been 

protected from water and other dammage, then CW is a great choice. 


Please, let's not confuse “emergency communications" i.e. calling for 
help, with 

“traffic handling in support of relief" i.e. running messages for Red 
Cross, FEMA 

etc. 

The task and requirements are different.

I couldn't go "Afield" either for the usual weekend availability for work

I get a call from a CQ and I copied ??7FS. After the digital QRM stopped at the 
right time, it was.....

Bill, 


Looks like you are well on your way to a zener and resistor solution. 

The problems I see with the zener approach is that the threshold voltage 
is fixed by the zener and the fact that 20 mA of zener current is 
typically needed to establish a good voltage knee. The latter current 
drain would make the voltmeter draw enough current to discharge a battery 
in a relatively short period of time. I would prefer a drain of less 
than 100 uA. 


I've given some thought to it and have decided to use a programmable 
zener like the TL431 to set the threshold voltage. Using two TL431's in 
series, one should be able to set 9 volts and have it adjustable. They 
aren't too expensive, either. Tech America has them at $1.27 each. 
Except for a 50 uA movement meter (which I have in my junk box), the rest 
of the parts should be less than a dollar. One other advantage of this 
approach (over an op-amp expanded range system): there is no power supply 
needed and both the threshold and the full scale are 
trimmable/adjustable. 


When I get the 431's, I'll breadboard the circuit and share the results 
with the rest of the group.

There's a sad commentary at the top of page 93 of the October, 1997 
issue of QST, by David Fordham KD9LA, about the slow death of CW. 


VVVV Vv 


Earlier this century, the sailors on the old sailing ships used many 
similar arguments as are used to decry the "death" of CW (minimal 
equipment, usefulness in an emergency etc.) to decry the "death" of 
sailing. Most commercial interests had switched (or were switching) 
to powered vessels from sail and the need for trained sailors dropped 
precipitously. Although the need for knowledge of sailing specifics 
stayed part of official licensing examinations for a while, they too 
were eventually dropped, much to the dismay of many an "old salt". 


Funny thing, though -- sailing didn't die -- it just became 
transformed into a highly-popular _recreational_ activity. 


Although very, very few people nowadays use sail for commercial 
purposes ("windjammer" cruises being the only notable exception and 
still represents only miniscule levels of activity compared to "the 
old days") thousands upon thousands upon thousands of people 
participate in _recreational_ sailing simply because it's fun or 
relaxing or a challenge or a sport. From homebuilt prams and scows 
to huge commercially-built yachts, the local lakes and marinas are 
frequently overloaded with sailboats and the lakes, on any given 
warm-weather weekend, are usually dotted with the sails of both 
individual sailors and fleets of club racers. 


Seems to me that, rather than decrying the "death" of CW, demanding 
its retention in licensing (despite its being truly obsolete in the 
commercial world) and looking for scapegoats and conspiricies, those 
of us who truly _enjoy_ CW (and most of us who use it a lot must 
enjoy it or we'd be doing something else with our "free" time) ought 
to be promoting CW as a FUN, challenging activity, transforming it's 
image from something akin to preventative doses of castor oil ("Don't 
think about how it tastes, it's good for you!") into that of 
something worth doing in its own right. (Think of the number of 
people who go rock climbing or whitewater kayaking or run in 


marathons just because it's a challenge to do so -- wouldn't some of 
these folks be attracted to CW for the very same reason?) 


CW will die if and only if it is allowed to by people who fail to 
communicate to the rest of the world why THEY x*xlike*x*x to use it. 
Meantime, I'm going to go on using it as my primary mode simply 
because I enjoy it
